BUFFALO, Sept. -23— Leon 1?. Czol- 


jjosz was placed in trial today for tlic 


murder of President McKinlcy on Sept. 


0. The trinl was in the supreme court 


of Kric county, .fuel-re Tniiinui C. White 
presiding. 


The triiil began at 1 o'clock but long 


before Unit hour the streets in the vi- 
einity of the city h:\ll were llio objec- 
tive of niiiny euriinis persons eager to 
take chances on being admitted to the 
court room, even though Ihey knew Unit 
there were but l.">0 seats available. The 
variinis entrances to the great building, 
with the except ion of tli:it on Franklin 
street, were closed and guarded.

The prisoner was taken from his cell 


to the court roi.in through the."tunnel 
of sobs" under the .street from the jail 
to the city hall and was bmng!it into 
the court, room only a few moments be- 
fore the hour set for the opening of the 
trial. No person was uilinitted io Un- 
building without 11 p:i--< signed by tin- 
chief of police, and it was necessary to 
show this to every policeman on every 
landing and in every corridor.

OPENING OF COURT. 


At 
1U o'clock the formal opening of 


the 
court 
was 
announced. 
Justice 


\Vhilc entered through the center aisle 
and took his seat. The first business of 
the session had no relation to the case 
of C'xiilgo.-!!. Jt consisted merely of call- 
ing the roll of grand jurors for the coin- 
ing session, and they were excused until 
October 7. 


Clerk of Court Fisher, after a pn-lim- 


iiiai'v "Hear ye," ".Hear ye." by the crier, 
proceeded with the calling of the jurors 
.summoned for the trial, of Czolgosz in 
part three. Judge White allowed the 
grand jurors who had previously been 
called to leave the room, if they desired, 
but only t w u din so, the others pre- 
ferring In stay and witness the trial. 


ALL UIOAHY TO SKRVK 


Of the thirty-six 
trial jurors culled, 


-mly one asked to be excused. 
He had 


a saw mill in process of erection, which 
he said must be finished at once, owing 
to Hi"' low water, and he was excused. 
Justice White then requested the other 
justices of parts one and two, then in 
session, not to discharge their jurors 
but to hold them in readiness for an im- 
panelling in the C/olgosy, case.

C/OLUOSZ PLEADS GUILTY. 


There was n 
moment's hesitation. 


Then the prisoner's lips moved as if to 
make reply, but befoYe be could do si), 
his junior counsel. Judge Lewis, arose, 
not noticing the prisoner's movement. 


Justice White, however, insisted that 


C/.olgosz should speak, and the prisoner 
said: 


"I didn't, hear what he said.'' 
District Attorney Penney read the in- 


dictment again in a louder voice. 


The prisoner, who was standing at the 


time, said in a very low voice in response 
to the demand: 
"Utility." 


This plea, was however, not permitted 


to stand, under the law, and a plea of 
"Not guilty" was at once ordered by the 
court. 


TO OBSERVE FORMS OK LAW. 


Mr. Titus, junior counsel for the de- 


fense then arose and stated to the court 
the facts already known as to his eon- 
nectiou with 
the 
ease. lie explained 


that the position of himself, and his as- 
sistant. Judge Lewis and Mr. Ladd. was 
a peculiar- one and consisted mainly in 
making sun: that all the forms of law 
and justice were observed in the prose- 
cution. 


Justice White, in reply complimented, 


counsel for thf; defense and said that the 
prisoner could have no better counsel 
and that whatever the outcome it would 
rolled only credit and honor on them. 


The examination and swearing in of 


the jurors was tlien begun, the prisoner 
standing as eacMi 'was sworn, 


TWO JURORS ACCEPTKD. 


The 
first juror 
was summoned at 


10:20. His name is Frederick Y. Lancv, 
a plumber, lie was examined briefly by 
the district attorney 
and 
counsel for 


the prosecution. !Xo objection was made 
and Latter 
was accepted. Richard

(iarwood, it street railway foreman, was 
next summoned. Ono of the questions 
put to him by District Attorney Penney 
was : Do you believe in 
the 
present 


form of government';'.1 to which Gnrwood 
replied: 
"Yes.1' Judge 
Lewis asked 


Garwood if lie would acquit a man if it 
was clearly proven that he was insane 
at the time the murder wns committed. 
Mr. Ganvood 
replied that 
he would. 


After a. few more questions from Judge 
Lewis, Garwood was accepted. 


The third of tlu- panel called to the 


bar was Joshua Winner, a farmer of 
North Collins. He was objected to by 
the defendant and excused. 


THIRD ONE SECURED. 


Henry W. Wcndt, a local manufactur- 


er, when called, announced that he had 
formed no definite opinion on the case, 
his opiniuii would be governed by the 
evidence alone. 


lie was sworn in. 
Horatio M. Winshcar, a 
farmer of 


Klmn, was called. 


"Do vou 
believe in capital punish- 


ment;;" was asked by the district attor- 
ney. After some hesitation 
the tales- 


man replied: "Well, yes." ' 


The questions asked by Mr. Lewis for 


the defense of nearly all of the jurors 
were particularly as to whether they 
were present in the Temple of Music at 
the time of the shooting. Winshcar said 
lie was not there, but while the defense 
was not opposed to his acceptance on 
the panel lie was challenged by the peo- 
ple. . 


George Ktihn, a baker of Buffalo, born 


in Gennflnv. but a citi/.en of this coun- 
try for twenty-five years was next call- 
ed. His opinion of the guilt of the pris- 
oner, hn said, was so lirmly established 
that no evidence could change it and he 
was e.xcused. 


John D. Elliott, a farmer of Grand Is- 


land, was opposed to capital punishment 
and was challenged by the people. He 
was excused. 


FOUR WITHIN" AN HOUR. 


Silas Carrier.''another farmer, living 


at Clarence, had already mnde up his 
mind as to the guilt of the accused, but 
would give him a fair trial, lie was ac- 
c'-plod as the fourlh juror at 11:0-1 a. 
m.. less than 'an hour after the court 
opened. 


Herman .11. Timber, a railroad clerk, 


was next called, but he had expressed 
an opinion of the case and he also was 
excused by the court. 


Dennis T. O'Reilly, a 
life 
insurance 


agent for thirty years in Hulfnlo. had 
formed an opinion in the case, but had 
not expressed it to any one. His opin- 
ion could be changed by the evidence. 
He was excused by the people. 


Daring the examination the prisoner 


sat erect in his chair and ga/.cd straight 
ahead at the back of his senior counsel. 
Beyond (he rapid blinking of his eyes 
he appeared unconcerned, lie. made no 
cll'ort at communication with his coun- 
sel nor they with him. 


Frederick Langbine. a railroad section 


foreman, said he wns a believer •'•• capi- 
tal punishment. He had not formed or 
expressed an opinion as to the guilt or 
innocent of the defendant. He was ex- 
cused by the prosecution, however. 


George Riielil, a bnrber of this city, 


next called, was a. believer in capital 
punishment, ho said. Mr. 
Ruehl 
is a 


member of the general 
assembly from 


the. JtufTnlo district. He. snid in reply 
to a, question 
from 
Mr. Lewis as to 


whether he had talked much about .the 
ettsc- 'Teoplc have talked more to me 
about the case than I liavc t'o them." 


He was excused by the defense^ 
Wallace A. Butler, a farmer of Sar- 


dina. bad formed an opinion as to the 
guilt of the prisoner. Judge Lewis as- 
eepted Butler ns competent, but he was 
excused by the court. 


James S. Stygull, a plumber, after a. 


brief examination, was accepted, making 
the tifth juror secured at 11:.15. 


Frank J. Lilz, a clerk, had not form- 


ed any opinion. He was confused by the 
questions of the counsel and marie sev- 
eral contradictions. lie was excused by 
the. defen?e. , 


John 0, Milburii, th-t host of President 


McKinley and at v.rhoso home the death 
of the president occurred, came into the 
room at 1.1:30. There were only four 
women in. the court room, three -inside 
th'c railing as guests of the court and 
one in the spectators' seats. 


One by one the government's" witness- 


es had come in and at 11:30 all were 
present. 


Michael McGloin, a carpenter, was ex- 


cused by the people because he had ex- 
pressed an opinion on the case.

ASKS FOR SHORT SESSIONS. 


After 
the acceptance of this 
juror, 


Judge Lewis addressed the court, say- 
jrg that inasmuch as botli hi; and bis 
principal assistant were a£cd__mcn n.nd 
owing, to the. suddenness of their con- 
nection with the case and the fact that 
they had little time for preparation, he 
desired the sessions of the court to be 
as short as possible. He believed the 
progress of the case would be in no way 
hindered or delayed by short hours.

ONLY FOUR MORE NEEDED.

o'clock was then announced. The spec- 
tators were ordered to keep their seats 
until the judge, jury o:id counsel had 
passed out. At the same time C/.olgosz 
was handcuffed to the deputies and hur- 
ried from the court room back to the 
juil. For the lirst time since be came 
into the court room today he spoke to 
one of the guards. "Get my hat," he 
said. After placing it upon his head, he 
walked out. 


DOCTORS MAY TESTIFY. 


After the adjournment a meeting of 


the medical experts was held in the of- 
fice of District Attorney Penney. The 
meeting lasted half an hpuj. 


Dr. McDonald was the first to leave 


the room. When asked if it had been 
directed to call the doctors to the wit- 
ness shiTid, he replied: 


"We all mav be asked to testify. The 


matter rests with the counsel frtr the de- 
fense and the district attorney." 


"Of course we cannot announce our 


decision as to the mental condition of 
the accused. It woidd be unprofession- 
al.'' 


PUBLIC DISCOURAGED.

when the reply came, clear and em- 
phatic, "I do," to the question "Do you 
believe

stant.ly, however, tbe accused man's eyes 
were lowered and he continued to gazo 
at the back of his senior counsel in front 
of him. Waldo wns acceptable to both 
sides and he was sworn as the ninth 
juror,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The mem-

Springs, Ind.. in about two weeks, nr a 
soon as he was able to stand the journo; 
The governor was there a couple of year 
ago when he was afflicted much as h 
is now and the waters proved most ben 
efieial. 


"There have been so many conflictin 


reports concerning the governor's condi 
tion th-at I thought I would invesligiit 
the matter for myself. Tlie governo 
has many friends in Milwaukee who ar 
(iiititleil to know what his exact com! 
tion is and how he is progressing. I an 
others' have been misled by private re- 
ports from a person or two who see him 
dnily and 1 proposed to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, his exact condition. When we re- 
ceived -.hesc misleading reporls we of 
coarse credited them and assured t:i» 
governor's 
friends 
who questioned 
us 


that he was not very ill, and, according 
to the best information, would probably 
be out the following week. This kept, 
on from week to week until we became 
skeptical and finally ,whcn the doctors 
first signed statement appeared in. tho 
Ponlinel, showing that the condition of 
the governor was worse than suppose'.!, 
we Of course put little faith in our M 
source of information. I determined to 
stop lying about the case, though, of 
course, it was unconscious lying, and get 
the facts first hand/' 


Mr. Kempf urged Dr. Fox to issue per- 


iodical bulletins on the governor's condi- 
tion, hut the- doctor said that was a 
matter that rested with the governor.

;rosis of tissue in a thinner or thicker 
•ylindei along the trade of a. bullet is 
thought to be the rule, and ordinarily it 
s easily taken care of by liquidation and 
absorption. And necrosis even of a con- 
iderablc extent in feeble patients, about 
; saturated wound, is certainly not un- 
;nown, even' if rare, and is explained by 
interference with the local circulation, 
cither by tension of by the spread of co 
ngulation within the blood vessels. 


IMPAIRED, VITALITY. 


The spread of the process in a patient 
low reparative power would not be 


so very exceptional or surprising: Was 
the president such 
a patient? Appar- 


ently he was. According to Dr. Was- 
diu, when the incision was reopened to- 
ward the end of the fifth duy, 'no effort' 
WHS required to open it throughout its 
entire length, although, only tiie track 
of the bullet was affect ed. That expres 
sion would hardly have becu used unless 
lie had intended to 
indicate that the

NOTHING LKFT UNDONE, 


t is evident that the surgeons, not- 


ably Drs. Mann and Mynter, with whom 
(he first decision lay, ncted with com- 


endabl« promptitude and courage in 


undertaking the operation, and showed 
excellent judgment in 
its 
course and 


skill in its execution. They did all that 
could properly have been done and noth- 
ing that should have been left undone. 
T!ie usual causes of death after such in- 
jury and operation were escaped or re- 
moved or prevented, and their patient 
succumbed to a complication which ij so 
rare that it could not. reasonably have 
been anticipated, and 
could 
not have 


been averted. The 
president 
died be- 


cause lie could not curry on the process- 
es of repair and because the effort to do 
so was more Uian the vitality of the tis- 
sues involved could support. 
This, of 


curse, excluded the possible presence of 
poison brought by the bullet or of des- 
tructive action by the pancreatic juices. 


CA USE UNCONTROLLABLE. 


<:If either of those was a factor, it 


needs only to substitute it in the state- 
ment for the, assumed defective vitality 
of the patient. Whatever cause acted, 
re v,-ns unrecognisable at the operation 
and uncontrollable then or subsequently. 


"There has been some criticism of the 


confident assurances of recovery made 
by those in attendance after the fifth 
day. To us the progress of tlie case up 
to that time appears fully to have justi- 
fied those assurances and the public anx- 
iety to have required them." 


The review of the case closce -with the 


following reference to the- doctors: 


"They did their work skillfully nnd 


judiciously, their behavior was dignified, 
restrained and worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of the profession, and they, liad the 
misfortune, when success seemed to have 
been secured, of seeing it overthrown by 
a complication which could not have been 
foreseen or avoided. They deserve our 
admiration and sympathy, not criticism."

SECURED TODAY 


Trial of President's Assassin 


May be Completed in 


Twenty-Four Hours. 


Prosecution Will Finish their Case 


Tomorrow Noon—Further Dura= 


tion Depends on Defense— 


Prisoner Pleads Guilty. 


BUFFALO, Sept. 23.—Leon F. Czol- 


gosz was placed in trial today for the 
murder of President McKinlcy on Sept. 


G. The trial was in the supreme court 
of Eric- county, Judge Truman C. White 
presiding. 


The trial began at 1 o'clock but long 


before that hour the streets in the vi- 
cinity of the city hall were the objec- 
tive of many curious persons eager to 
take chances on being admitted to the 
court room, even though they knew that 
there were but 150 seats available. The 
various entrances to the grout building, 
with the exception of that on Franklin 
street, were, closed and guarded. Police- 
men were everywhere and 
rigid 
dis'.-y- 


pline was the order of the day. Squads 
of blue coated men were stationed on 
every landing and in a double line far 
outside the place of entrance to keep 
V-ac-k the crowds, while in a station not 
far away reserves were ready to rein- 
force the detail on duty should the feel- 
ing of the people become aroused to the 
extent of rioting. 


STRICT GUARD'IS KEPT. 


The prisoner'was taken from his cell 


to the court rocm through llic. "tunnel 
of sobs'; under the street from the jail 
to the city hall and was brought into 
the court room only a few moments bo- 
fore the hour set for the opening of the 
trial. Xo person was admitted to the 
building without a pass signed by the 
chief of police, and it was necessary to 
show this to every policeman on every 
landing and in every corridor. The offi- 
cer at the court room was especially vig- 
ilant and not only examined the passes, 
but scrutinized 
the bearers 
critically, 


before admitting them to the room. The 
interior of the city hall, as well as the 
outside still bore the sombre draperies. 
of mourning and quiet was enforced as 
befitting the occasion. 


QUICK ENDING ITIEDKTKD. 


The counsel for Czolgosz, former su- 


preme court Justices Loren L. Lewis and 
Robert C. Titus and C'arlton E. Ladd, 
saw him again this morning before the 
time for the opening of court, but lie had 
no more to say to tht-ni. In view of the. 
fact that the prisoner refuses to aid his 
attorneys, it is not improbable that the 
e/'.nire proceedings 
may 
be completed 


within two days. 
« "The mental condition of the assassin 
will absolutely be the only defense to be 
offered," are the words of Judge Titus 
and there is no little expectation that 
they will publicly abandon the case to-- 
day or tomorrow and merely represent 
Czolgosz formally during the trial. 


THE PLACE OF "MUAL, 


Part III, of the supreme court of Erie 


county, is a small room on the south 
side of the ground floor of the city hall. 
It MS lighted only at the south end by 
latticed windows and here the justices' 
bench and witness stand is placed. On 
the right of the room are the jurymen's 
seats, and they have an unobstructed 
view of the room. The room has a high 
ceiling studded with drab walls which 
are seamed with cracks, The enclosure 
for the bench and bar occupies over one- 
half of the floor space, while the remain- 
der is given over to seats for the general 
public. Not over 130 of the latter' could 
be accommodated, and these seats today 
were mainly occupied by the men sum- 
moned to serve upon th-e jury. Czol- 
gosz. with his counsel occupied scats di- 
deetly in front of the justices' bench. 
Deputy, sheriffs with their staffs of of- 
fice-were placed at various points in the 
room and quiet was enforced upon all. 


' spectators' sc-ats 
-were 
filled very 


.ly owing to the extreme care shown 
the officers in the corridors in admit- 


ting' those who applied, and it was not 
until "court" was announced that the 
last one was occupied. 


Dr. Allan McLean Hamilton of New 


York city, was one of the first of those 
connected with the case to take a posi- 
tion inside of the enclosure. Dr. Ham- 


ilton, who was the chief insanity expert, 
at the trial of Garfield's assassin, Gui- 
teau, occupied a seai at the table re- 
served for the prosecution. 


District Attorney Penney and his 'as- 


sistant, Frederick Haller, were the next 
to put in an appearance, and were follow- 
ed by Judges Lewis a ad Titus, counsel 
for 
the prisoner. Just 
behind 
them 


came Mrs. Justice White and her daugh- 
ter who were given scats within the en- 
closure, 
. 
i 


OPENING OF COURT. 


At 10 o'clock the formal opening of 


the 
court 
was 
announced. 
Justice 


White entered through the center aisle 
and took his seat. The first business of 
the session had no relation to the ease 
of CY.olgosz. It consisted merely of call- 
ing the roll of grand jurors for the com- 
ing session, and they were excused Until 
October 7. 
, 


Clerk of Court Fisher, after a prelim- 


inary "Hear ye," "Hear ye,'! by the crier, 
proceeded with the calling of the jurors 
summoned for the trial, of Czolgosz in 
part three. Judge White allowed 
the 


grand jurors who had previously been 
called to leave the room, if they desired, 
but only two did so, the others pre- 
ferring to stay and witness the trial, 


ALL READY TO SERVE. 


Of the thirty-six trial jurors called, 


only one asked to be excused. He had 
a saw mill in process of erection, which 
he said must be finished at.once, owing 
to the low water, and he was excused. 
.Justice White then requested the other 
justices of parts one and two, then in 
session, not to discharge their jurors 
but to hold them in readiness for an im- 
panelling in the Czolgosz case. 


PRISONER BROUGHT IN. 


At 10:16 there was a bustle in the 


corridor 
and 
a 
squad of policemen 


brought in the prisoner. He was hand- 
cuffed to an officer on each side, while in 
front and behind him walked other uni- 
formed police. 


The prisoner was attired in a new suit 


of (Irak gray, a white shirt and a collar 
and a light blue bow tie. His face was 
cleanly shaved and his hair combed. 


He hat down behind his counsel with 


t\vo officers in plain clothing immediate- 
ly in his rear. 


District Attorney Penney proceeded at 


once with the reading of the. indictment. 
He spoke to Czolgosz in a low voice, in 
fact so low that when the prisoner was 
asked to plead he seemed not to under- 
stand. 


Justice White 
asked 
him: 
"What 


have you to say?" 


CZOLGOSZ PLEADS GUILTY. 


There was a moment's hesitation. 


Then the prisoner's lips moved as if to 
make reply, but before he could do so, 
his junior counsel. Judge Lewis, arose, 
not noticing the prisoner's movement. 


Justice White, however, insisted that 


Czolgosz should speak, and the prisoner 
said: 


"I didn't hear what he said." 
District Attorney Penney read the in- 


dictment again in a louder voice. 


The prisoner, who was standing at the 


time, said in a very low voice in response 
to the demand: 
''Guilty."" 


This plea, was however, not permitted 


to stand, under the law, and a plea of 
"Not guilty" was at once ordered by the 
court. 


TO OBSERVE FORMS OF LAW. 


Mr. Titus, junior counsel for the de- 


fense then arose and stated to the court 
the facts already known as to his con- 
nection with 
the 
ease. He explained 


that tbe position of himself, and his as- 
sistant, Judge Lewis and Mr.. Ladd, was 
a peculiar- one and consisted mainly in 
making sure that all the forms of law 
and justice were observed in the prose- 
cution. 


Justice White, in reply complimented 


counsel for the defense and saill that the 
prisoner could have no better counsel 
and that whatever the outcome it would 
reflect only credit and honor on them. 


The examination and swearing in of 


the jurors was then begun, the prisoner 
standing as eacm '\vas sworn. 


TWO JURORS ACCEPTED. 


The first juror was summoned at 


10:20. His name is Frederick V. Lauer, 
a plumber. He was examined briefly by 
the district attorney 
and counsel for 


the prosecution. No objection was made 
and Lauer 
was accepted. Richard 
J, 


Garwood, a street railway foreman,, was 
next summoned. One of the questions 
put to' him by District Attorney Penney 
was : Do you believe in the present 
form of government?" to which Garwood 
replied: 
"Yes." Judge 
Lewis asked 


Garwood if lie would acquit a man if it 
was clearly proven that he was insane 
at the time the murder was committed. 
Mr. Garwood replied that he would. 
After a few more questions from Judge 
Lewis, Garwood was accepted. 


The third of the panel called to the 


bar was Joshua Winner, a farmer of 
North Collins. He was objected to by 
the defendant and excused. 


THIRD ONE SECURED. 


Henry W. Wendt, a local manufactur- 


er, when called, announced that he had 
formed no definite opinion on the case, 
his opinion would be governed by the 
evidence alone. 


He was sworn in. 
Horatio M. Winshear, a farmer of 


Elma, was called. 


"Do you believe in capital punish- 


ment?" was asked by the district attor- 
ney. After some hesitation 
the tales- 


man replied: "Well, yes."' 


The questions asked by Mr. Lewis for 


the defense of nearly all of the jurors 
were particularly as to whether they 
were present in the Temple of Music at 
the time of the shooting. Winshear said 
he was not there, but while the defense 
was not opposed to his acceptance on 
the panel he was challenged by the peo- 
ple. . 


George Kuhn, a baker of Buffalo, born 


in Germany, but a citizen of this coun- 
try for twenty-five years was next call- 
ed. His opinion of the guilt of the pris- 
oner, he said, was so firmly established 
that no evidence could change it and he 
was excused. 


John D. Elliott, a farmer of Grand Is- 


land, was opposed to capital punishment 
and was challenged by the people. He 
was excused. 


FOUR WITHIN AN HOUR. 


Silas Carmer,- another farmer, living 


at Clarence, had already made up his 
mind as to the guilt of the accused, but 
would give him a fair trial. He was ac- 
cepted as the fourth juror at 11:04 a. 
m., less, than an hour after the court 
opened. 


Herman B. Tauber, n railroad clerk, 


was next called, but he had expressed 
an opinion of the case and he also was 
excused by the court. 


Dennis T. O'Reilly, a 
life insurance 


agent for thirty years in Buffalo, had 
formed an opinion in the case, but had 
not expressed it to any one. His opin- 
ion could be changed by the evidence. 
He was excused by the people. 


During the examination the prisoner 


sat erect in his chair and gazed straight 
ahead'at the back of his senior counsel. 
Beyond the rapid blinking of his eyes 
he appeared unconcerned. He made no 
effort at communication with his coun- 
sel nor they with him. 
, 


Frederick Langbine, a railroad -section 


foreman, said he wns a believer •'•• capi- 
tal punishment. He had not formed or 
expressed an opinion as to the guilt or 
innocent of the 'defendant. He was ex- 
cused by the prosecution, however. 


George .Ruehl, a barber of this city, 


next called, was a believer in capital 
punishment, he said. Mr, Ruehl is a 
member of the general assembly from 
the Buffalo district. He said in reply 
to a question from 
Mr. Lewis as to 


whether he had talked much about .the 
etisei "People have talked more to me 
about the case than I have io them." 


He was excused by the defense? 
Wallace A. Butler, a former of Sar- 


dina, had formed an opinion as to the 
guilt of the prisoner. Judge Lewis as- 
copted Butler as competent, but he was 
excused by the court. 


James S. St.ygall, a plumber, after a 


brief examination, was accepted, making 
the fifth juror secured at 11:3:5. 


Frank J. Litz, a clerk, had not form- 


ed any opinion. He wns confused by the 
questions of the counsel and made sev- 
eral contradictions. He was excused by 
the defense. , 


John G. Milburn, th» host of President 


McKinley and at whose home the death 
of the president occurred, came into the 
room at 31:30. There were only four 
women in, the court room, three inside 
the railing as guests of the court and 
one in the spectators'-seats. 


One by one the government'V~witness- 


es had come in and at 11:30-all were 
present. 


Michael McGloin, a carpenter, was ex- 


cused by the people because he had ex- 
pressed an opinion on the ease. 


HALF OF JURY OBTAINED. 


Wm. Loton, a farmer of Edon, was 


chosen as the sixth juror at. 11:43. 


Judge Sherman, of the superior court, 


and Judge Hamrnondi of the supreme 
court of Massachusetts, came into the 
court room just as Benj. Lang, ft. Buffa- 
lo grocer was called.- They were intro- 
duced to Justice White and were given 
seats ut the clerk's desk. 


Judge Titus for the defense conducted 


the examination of Lang. ' The latter 
was excused on the ground that' he had 
an interest in a corporation owning 
property, though he had none iu his own 
right. 
- 


An error in the panel list was found 


when Otto F. Hagerr :a Buffalo music 
dealer, was sailed for 
examination. 


Otto F. Hagev of Grand Island, present- 
ed himself and was excused. 


BLACKSMITH WILL SERVE 


The next man called'-was Walter E. 


Everett, a blacksmith. He 'was satis- 
factory to both sides and \va*s accepted 
as the seventh'-juror, just ds the bells 
struck for noon. 


ASKS FOR SHORT SESSIONS, 


After 
the acceptance of this 
juror, 


Judge Lewis addressed the court, say- 
ing that inasmuch h.s. both he and bis 
principal assistant were a^jed men and 
owing, to the suddenness of their con- 
nection 'with- the case and the 'fact that 
they had little time for preparation, 'he 
desired the sessions of the court to be 
as short as possible. He; believed the. 
progress of the case would be in no way 
hindered oir delayed by short hours. He 
cuggcsted that court convene at 10 u. 
in. and close-a,t ,4 p.,in., and that there 
be an intermission from noon until 2 p. 


ITfc 


Justice White expressed himself as be- 


ing agreeable, "believing-the request to 
be a reasonable one. He therefore made 
the two hours of the court to conform 
with Mr! Lewis' request. 


ONLY FOUR MORE NEEDED. 


Benj. J. Ralph, a bank cashier, was 


called to the stand at noon. After the 
usual (questions from counsel on both 
sides he was accepted and took the; 
eighth seat in the jury box. 


The adjournment of court 
until 2 


o'clock was" then announced. The spec- 
tators were ordered to keep their seats 
until the judge, jury and counsel hod 
passed put. At the same time Czolgosz 
was handcuffed to the deputies and hur- 
ried from the court room back to the 
jail. For the first time since he came 
into the court room today he spoke to 
one of-the guards. ''Get my hat,"-he 
said. After placing it upon his head, he 
walked out. 


DOCTORS MAY TESTIFY. 


After the adjournment a meeting of 


the medical experts was held- in the of- 
fice of District Attorney Penney. The 
meeting lasted half an hpu£<;'*"* 


Dr. McDonald .was the first'to leave 


the room. When asked if it had been 
directed to-call the doctors to the wit- 
ness stand, he replied: 


"We all may be asked to testify. The 


matter restsiwith the counsel ftfr the de- 
fense and the district attorney." 


"Of course we cannot announce our 


decision as to the mental condition of 
the accused. It would be unprofession- 
al/' 


PUBLIC DISCOURAGED. 


Evidently the general public appreciat- 


ed the fact that -c would be practically 
impossible to get a glimpse of the scenes 
within the city nail, for very few per- 
sons stood about the entrance whan the 
witnesses and attorneys- began to file 
back into the building after the noon 're- 
cess. The prisoner was brought in man- 
acled, as before, to two officers, and nt 2 
o'clock Justice White resumed the ses- 
sion. After the jurors who had already- 
been chosen had answered to their names 
the examination of others was resumed. 
John Bergtold, a Lancaster farmer, was 
called and excused by the people. 


CZOLGOSZ WAKES UP. 


Samuel P. Waldo of Alden, also a 


farmer, was called and his prompt ans- 
wers, to the questions brought out the 
first evidence of invest on the part of 
the prisoner. He 
Jooked.. up. quickly 


when the reply came, clear and em- 
phatic, "I do," to the question "Do you 
believe in 
capital 
punishment?" In- 


stantly, however, the accused man's eyes 
were lowered and he continued to gaze 
at the back.of his senior counsel in front 
of him. Waldo was acceptable to both 
sides and he was sworn as the ninth 
juror. 


TENTH CHAIR FILLED. 


Andrew J. Smith a dealer in butter 


and eggs of Buffalo, was next, called. His 
answers were satisfactory and he took 
the tenth chair in the jury box. 


TALESMAN FINED $25. ., 


The first incident out of the ordinary

came at this point, when'the name of 
Truman D. Keyes, of Collins, was called 
and he did not respond.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The mem- 


bers of the Schley naval court of inquiry 
found the accommodations -in the 
tool 


shops at the navy yard somewhat im- 
proved when ib nict at 11. o'clock today. 
The long bare room which hitherto^ has 
been open from floor to roof had been 


t 
in appearance at least, completely trans- 
formed tivei* Sunday by the addition of a 
ceiling of plain white cloth. This had 
the efl'ect also of improving the acoustics 
of the hall so that the. court and others 
had less diflicuilty than formerly in hear- 
ing the witness. The members ' of the 
court were prompt as usual in reaching 
the navy yard, but when they arrived 
they found Capt. Lemly and his assis- 
tant, Mr. Manila; already . there busily 
engaged in getting ready for the day's 
work.

Capt. Lfmily^ presented the deck log 


books of the Brooklyn, .'Texas, Ipwa,^ Gas- 
tine, Marblehcad, Massachusetts, Minne- 
sota, New- Orleans^-'Oregon/. St. Paul, 
Scorpion, Yale, Vixen, Eagle, Dupont, 
Hawk and Merrimac. 


"How about the New York?" asked 


Judge Wilson. "I want to expedite the 
proceedings,"

Lemly. "I, too, want to hasten the pro- 
ceedings as much as possible." 


Proceeding, Capt. Lenity, said he had 


suggested such logs as he considered es- 
sential and that lie would have printed 
the points considered pertinent.

ish war, was next called. 


The witness was asked to describe tho' 


battle of JuJy 3, and said:

"The Texas'had been head'ing about 


cast when the, enemy was sjjen coming 
oufc of .Santiago., Lieut, Bristol,1 ,who 
was officer of the deck at the, time, ran* 
to go ahead lull speed and J'-put helm 
hard to starboard to make a (turn. 


"When I gotten deckle informed mo 


of what had happened and I ^iont him be- 
low and nsilmo'd - charge o- the deck. 
The captain told me that lie eased her,! 


helm until he eouid find1 out which way 
tho ships .were going and he also rang 
•half speed. He said the^""battery ,wns 
not ready. I told him it wouldi be'rcildy 
before the ship wns in position to fire, 
and, then he said: 
'All right' and rung 


full speed. Wlien the second of the ene-' 
mies' ships followed,the ^first, to the .west 
he pat the helm hard , to starboard. I 
made several reports to him about .the 
Brooklyn 'regarding her 'signals.-. He 
said: ^'Never mind.' I also referred to 
the way I thought the Brooklyn wns 
standing up to fight—very nicely. The 
captain said, 'O, ci-adde! Never mind! 
the Brooklyn, you look out for this ship".'- 


"The Brooklyn was about on our port 


beam. I turned my back, looking' on the 
starboard beam at the ships getting out. 
After we sheered ground and got to the 
westward, I suggested 'to give her a lit- 
tle port helm to get closer in and he did, 
Right after he gave her ibis helm, he- 
sang out through the sight hole to the 
men at the wheel and at the engine room 
indicator to slow, then^top, and I said: 
'Captain, they will all get away 
from 


us.' He did not answer me, but immedi- 
ately stepped back and then I said: 'My 
Lord, captain, we are out of the fight!'. 
He said: 'Look at the Brooklyn.' 
I 


turned around and right ahead of us' 
this big grny ship loomed out of the, 
smoke. For a second I thought 
my 


heart was in my 
mouth. We were 


stealing with a heavy 
helm and .she 


steered by us.' When I saw her she was 
practically ahead of us. That is the first 
I saw.% She sheered otf and went to sea, 
I should say, about 2,000 yanls and then 
to westward. As soon as the Brooklyn 
cleared us we rang' to 
go~ ahead, and 


started up forced draft again. -Afte» 
that we simply followed on as fast as 
we could on a line, that was just inside 
the line where tlie Oregon was engaging 
the ships. Jifst before this turn of°the 
BrookJyn, the Iowa and the Oregon were 
both close to iis on our starboard helm. 
We continued tho chase until tho Colon 
hauled down her flag when the captain 
was ordered to stop forced draft."

mony, the government admitted that 
the chart was inaccurate.

After careful in- 
spection of the map, Commander lleil- 
ner revised 
his statement 
saying that 


the distance wns about half a mile, as 
shown by the chart.

Describing thi;T engagement Admiral 


Higginson said-it was on the clay before 
the arrival of reinforcements under Ad- 
miral Sampson.

The Cobra bad oil'board forty-two 


xl men and about thirty-five men in the 
mploy of 'the'contractors, when she was 
.ost, 


So far as' known only twelve men have 


aeen saved. 


Five boats were launched after the- 
obra struck, but some of them were 


swamped in the heavy sea that was run-' 
ning at that time. 


A dispatch -from 
Middlesboro says' 


twelve survivors of tho crew of the Co- 
bra were landed there this morning inrl 
confirms the report that all the others 
were drowned. The British admiralty 
tins received information that the explo- 
sion occurred after the Cobra struck a 
rock and that she sank immediately. 


The Corbi, like her sister boat, Hie 


Viper, was a turbine engined vessel. She 
had just left the yard of her con|raetoi,s 
and was undergoing a boiler test. 


About one year ago the torpedo boat 


destroyer Cobra beat the record of the 
Viper and won the title of the fastest 
vessel in the world. The record oi the 
Viper, which was wrecked on Aug. 3, 
was forty-three miles an hour, while the 
Cobra in an iinofh'cial trial over the same 
course made 43.5 miles.

body is unable to control, should be 
placed where exists no possible chance 
for future uncontrollable impulses. For 
very obvious? considerations it will not 
do to place these cria'unaH tendenized in- 
dividuals within asylums; first because 
they arc extremely liable to kill ' a'few- 
more: second, because soft-hearted sen- 
timentalists and political .governors are 
very liable to let them loose again. 


• What is the remedy then of society? 
Xot to imprison these crime-deceased 
persons, what good to do that? .The 
clear-sightedness of the average person 
is that every such criminal committing 
murder or dangerous assaults should be 
deprived of all possible chance to do so 
again. Tho 
all possible 
chance is of 


course in the law depriving them of life. 
Now this necessarily need not.be public, 
nor executions as the term is generally 
understood. But the merciful law can 
ordain that every criminal insane so 
proven, shall be quietly sent out of this 
world without the stigma of a so-called 
execution.

Late President's Physicians Entitled 


to Praise, Not Criticism. 


Medical Record Will Say Complications 


Arose from Shooting Which No Human 


Skill Conlcl Combat. 


fflTH ^INTERVIEWS 


Senator Hanna Declares He Will 


Never Again Publicly Express 


His Opinions. 


BULLETINS ON LA FOLLETTE 


J. J. Kempf Saya People Hnvc Bight to 


Know Governor's Condition. 


MADISON, Wis., Sept. 21.—Because 


he was dissatisfied with the printed re- 
ports regarding the condition of Govern- 
or La Follette, John J. Kempf, member 
of the Kepublfcan state central commit- 
tee and aspirant for appointment to the 
vacancy bn the state board of control, 
came out from Milwaukee yesterday and 
had a long interview with Dr. Philip 
Fox, the governor's physician. 


"Dr. Fox told me," said Mr. Kempf af- 


ter the interview, "that the governor's 
condition was as favorable as could be 
expected. He isn't able to take any sol- 
id food yet, but his liver is ro\v working 
well. The. doctor said that he hoped to 
take the governor to French Lick 
Springs, Ind., in about two weeks, or as 
soon as he was able to stand the journey. 
The governor was there a couple of years 
ago when he was afflicted much as he 
is now and the waters proved most ben- 
eficial. 


"There, have been so many conflicting 


reports concerning the governor's condi- 
tion that I 
the matter 


thought 
would investigate 


for myself. The governor 


has many friends in Milwaukee who are 
entitled to know what his exact condi- 
tion is and how he is progressing, I and 
others have been misled by private re- 
ports from a person or two who see him 
daily and I proposed to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, his exact condition. When we re- 
ceived these misleading reports we of 
course credited them ancl assured t:\e 
governor's friends who questioned us 
that he was not very ill, and, according 
to the best information, would probably 
be out the following week. This kept 
on from week to week until we became 
skeptlrnl and finally ,when the doctors 
first signed statement appeared in. the 
Sentinel, showing that the condition of 
the governor was worse than supposed, 
we of course put little faith in our old 
source of information. I determined to 
stop lying about the case, though, of 
course, it was unconscious lying, and get 
the facts first hand.'' 


Mr. Kempf urged Dr. Fox to issue per- 


iodical bulletins on the governor's condi- 
tion, but the doctor said that was a 
matter that rested with the governor. 
If the latter wanted such bulletins is- 
sued they would be. On the whole, Mr. 
Kempf was considerably encouraged by 
bis talk with Dr. Fox. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The Medical 


News in its issue of tomorrow will print 
a review of President McKinley's caso 
from a medical point of view. The arti- 
cle recites the circumstance of. the shoot- 
ing, and reprints the official report of 
the autopsy and certain unofficial state- 
ments credited by the press to the doc- 
tors in attendance. It then takes up 
the subject of the gangrenous condition 
of the wound ,and in this connection 
anys: 


''The gangrene, extensive as it was, 


seems to us not so different from others 
observed, under analogous circumstances 
as to. require the assumption off excep- 
tional causes for its explanation. Ne- 
crosis of tissue in a thinner or thicker 
cylinder along the track of a bullet ia 
thought to be the rule, and ordinarily it 
is easily taken care of by liquidation and 
absorption. And necrosis even of a con- 
siderable extent in feeble patients, about 
a saturated wound, is certainly not itn- 
known, even'if rare, and is explained by 
interference with the local circulation, 
either by tension of by the spread of co- 
ngulalion within the blood vessels. 


.IMPAIRED, VITALITY; 


"The spread of the process in a patient 


o.f low reparative power would not be 
so very exceptional or surprising; 'Was 
the president such a patient? Appar- 
ently he was. According to Dr. Was- 
din, when the incision was reopened to- 
ward the end of the fifth clay, 'no effort' 
was required to open it throughout its 
entire length, although only the track 
of the bullet.was affected.'1 That expres- 
sion would hardly have been used unless 
he had intended to indicate that the 
amount of repair usual after that lapse 
of time had not taken place. Then, the 
president was 58 years oi age, had led a 
sedentary, laborious and anxious life, and 
had a complexion ancl appearance which 
for some years had been' commented up- 
on as indicative of impaired vitality, 


NOTHING LEFT UNDONE. 


"It is evident that the surgeons, not- 


ably Drs. Mann and Mynter, with whom 
the firsj; decision lay, acted with com- 
mendable promptitude and courage in 
undertaking the operation, and showed 
excellent'judgment in its 
course and 


skill in its execution. They did all that 
could properly have been done and noth- 
ing that should have been left undone. 
The usual causes of death after such in- 
jury and operation were escaped or re- 
moved or prevented, aud their patient 
succumbed to a complication which ia so 
rare that it could not. reasonably have 
been anticipated, and -could not have 
been averted. The president died be-1 
cause he could not carry on the process- 
es of repair and because the effort to do 
so was more than the vitality of the tis- 
sues involved could support. This, of 
curse, excluded the possible presence of 
poison brought by the bullet or "of des- 
tructive action by the pancreatic juices. 


CAUSE UNCONTROLLABLE. 


"If either of those was a factor, it 


needs only to substitute it in the state- 
ment for the assumed defective vitality 
of the patient. Whatever cause acted, 
it was unrecognizable at the operation 
and uncontrollable then or subseqtie.ntly. 


"There has been some criticism of the 


confident assurances of recovery made 
by those in attendance after the Qfth 
day. 
To us the progress of the case up 


to that time appears fully to have justi- 
fied those assurances and the public anx- 
iety to have required them;" 


The review of the case closes with the 


following reference to the doctors: 


"They did their work skillfully and 


judiciously, their behavior was dignified, 
restrained and worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of the profession, and they, had the 
misfortune, when success seemed to have 
been secured, of seeing it overthrown by 
a complication which could not have been 
foreseen' or avoided. They deserve our 
admiration and sympathy, not criticism." 


CLEVELAND, Sept, 21.—The Plain-'

Hs passes from the public sight not 


bearing the wreaths auct garlands of his 
countrymen's approval and acclaim, but 
amid the sobs and tears of a mourning 
nation. The whole nation loved, their 
president. His kindly disposition arid 
affectionate traits, hia amiable consider- 
ation for all around him, will long be in 
.'the hearts of'his .countrymen. 


First in my thoughts are the lessons to. 


be learned from the career of Willmm 
McKinley. The man who is universally 
mourned today was an obedient and af- 
fectionate son, patriotic ami faithful, as 
a soldier, honest nnd upright as a citi- 
zen, tender and devoted as a husband, 
and,truthful, generous, unselfish, moral 
and clean in every relation in life. 


There is a most serious lesson for all 


of us in the tragedy of'our late presi- 
dent's death. If wo are to escape fur- 
ther attacks upon, our peace and .secur- 
ity, .we must boldly and 
resolutely 


grapple with the monster of anarchy. 
It is not a thing that we can safely 
leave to be dealt with by parly or par- 
tisanship. Nothing_ can "guarantee

(against its menace except the teaching 
and the practice of tho best citizenship, 
the exposure of the ends and aims of 
the gospel of discontent and hatred of 
social-order, and the brave enactment 
and execution' of repressed laws. By the 
memory of our martyred president let 
us resolve to cultivate and 'preserve the

Fellow Citizens: Our great president 


is dead, and this is a time of mourning 
which has no parallel in the 
history of 


the world. From the Savannas of the 
South to the Great Lakes of the North 
—from-where the Atlantic moans in the 
East to where the Pacific sobs on its 
golden shore, the land is filled with 
lamentation, and everywhere are the em- 
blems of national sorrow nnd universal 
grief. The flag at half-mast, 
the muf- 


fled drum, the solemn march—the tolling 
bell, the wheels of commerce stand still, 
"business suspended, 
silence in 
the 


school-room, buildings draped 
in black, 


the mourners go about the streets—man- 
hood is bowed with grief and all mourn 
as for 
a father, brother, 
friend; 
Our 


great president is dead, and kingdoms, 
empires and republics stand 
with this 


great nation as mourners around 
his 


bier. This overwhelming sorrow 
seeks 


an expression, and we are here today to 
give utterance to our feelings 
and join 


in the universal tokens of respect 
and 


love to William McKinlev, our martyred 
president. 


There was no just cause for his death, 


no personal animosity existed-1—the coun- 
try is in peace and unparalleled pros- 
perity. The blow was not 
aimed 
at 


William MeKinley, the man, but at our 
government 
itself—through 
him, its 


chief executive, 
all we who form this 


free government wore aimed at, and he 
received the blow in our stead. An- 
archy seeks only destruction as the 
road to'advancement, its tenets are .short. 
God is a lie—tho rights of men are fic- 
titious—hence government has no au- 
thority and the 
family 
no bond. Mr. 


Bryan has truly said, "This act shames 
America in the eyes of the world, it im- 
pairs the moral prestige and gives ene- 
mies of free government a chance to 
mock at her," 
But this crime does not 


belong to- America—there is nothing in 
her genius or spirit, in her institutions 
or daw?, to inspire or sanction it, nnd 
•here today we disown and execrate 
the 


dastardly deed. 


Anarchism is not a native growth, it is 


a foreign import—and should never be 
allowed to propagate itself iii the gener- 
ous freedom of American life. It must 
be driven from the land. 


For the guilty wretch whose traitor- 


ous hand sought the president's 
life, 


•there seems 
no adequate punishment 


here, his name will go down the length- 
ening decades of history with a heritage 
of 
infamy—remembered 
only by 
the 


Hack letters of liis crime. 


President McKinley rises before us in 


a new greatness during these last trying 
hours. It is too early, we are too near 
our dead to determine now mighty, how 
great he was, as judged by the critical 
standards of filial history, 
but 
as one 


who stood near him has well said, "we" 
have no fear that the revised judgment 
of the future will modify 
the present 


exalted estimate of President McKinley, 
save, perhaps, to enhance and intensify 
it." 
He was a true American, all our 


own. 
He 
represented 
in himself 
our 


best standards of thought and of life—• 
he began' at the bottom ,o| the ladder 
and touched all the rounds in his as- 
cent. He knew the common peqpie—re- 
spected them and kept in close ; touch 
with them.- What an inspiration his ca- 
reer is to every American! 


Neither can we measure the greatness 


of his service for his country. The pa- 
tient study of our political economy, the 
intimate knowledge of our great and 
varied industries, that enabled him to 
legislate so wisely for the interest of the 
manufacturer and the laboring man—so 
that the nation rose, by the adoption of 
his measures from the depths of severe 
financial depression to a foremost rank 
among the nations because of her pros- 
perity—what a debt we owe him! 


Let the great hum of industry stop 


for a day and do him homage—what a 
debt we owe him; build his tomb of 
solid gold and it would be but a poor 
symbol of what he has brought to this 
laud in material wealth. When he came 
to the presidency there were new and 
strange problems to be solved, sectional 
differences to be adjusted, a, foreign war 
which in its purposes and issues tnxed 
the highest patriotism and - the ripest 
judgment. How the elements clashed 
about him ,how fierce 
the 
criticism 


.poured upon him, but what magnificent 
preparation he displayed for this trying 
hour. Military organization and tactics 
—gathering men and resources—the se- 
ci.rity of international relations. 


In all he showed 
a.n independence of 


far-reaching thought and statesmanship, 
which brought trust and secured the co- 
operation and friendliness of his personal 
advisers. But the great 
secret of his 


world-wide sympathy 
and affection 
is 


found in the richness and integrity of his 
moral nature. It is that great moral 
character which will ever be his crown 
•of glory and the imperishable 
heritage- 


of the country he loved so well. His re- 
ligious life began 
in his boyhood—kept 


him upon a high mornl plane, and was 
a resource of strength in all his forty 
years ojf public life—so that not a breath I 
of moral taint ever reached him. His 
"domestic life was a beautiful illustration 
of the highest and purest manhood-—his 
Jove .and care for his aged mother, bis 
.constant thought and consideration for 
the invalid wife have lifted that home 
into the sight of the world. Remember 
2STapo-leon and Josephine and then glorify 
the president, who cared more for one 
true woman's tlove than for any 
ambi- 


tion or any reward, 


The scenes of his sickness and death 


were a fitting close to such :a useful and 
honored life—an humble resignation—an 
ex'flJted trust in his God, and a hope big 
with immortality and eternal 
life. He 


has entered • the noble company 
of our 


Jiwreea and martyrs—his life will go on. 


his name growing, more and more illus- 
trious and his character an abiding in 
fluence in all the nation's future.

minister to a sincere Christian states- 
man. 
The universal sorrow which per- 


vades the nation and the civilized world, 
testifies louder than words how near and 
dear to xis all was our beloved president. 
The grief of a people is the strongest ex- 
pression of its Joss. Today 
oxir hearts 


are torn with grief, for the generous, 
greathearted, the kindly, loving Wilfliam 
McKinley is dead, and by the ha nd of an 
assassin.' What a pity, we say! But 
those immortal words, made so again by 
that good Christian, bear xis up in our 
deep distress—''God's will, not ours, be 
done." And so today, we bo\v to the in- 
scrutable ways of an all wise and merci- 
ful God, who doeth all things well.

Our city is draped in mourning. Oiir 


factories and stores. are 
closed. The 


hum of industry has ceased, and we are 
here assembled to 
join 
the countless 


multitude that seek to honor the mem- 
ory of William McKinley, and pay to 
him the last sad offices of respect and 
love. 


In the emotion that sweeps in upon 


us, we almost hear, at this hour the 
tolling of funeral bells; the beating of 
muffled drums, and the slow tread of 
marching feet, as the Nation gives back 
her beloved son to the peaceful bosom 
of Mother Earth. 


My only purpose in 
nay ing 
a few 


words on this memorial occasion, is to 
fulfill the desire of the committee of 
arrangements that some one represent, 
however imperfectly and 
faulty, the 


sentiment and feelings cf the business 
men 
of this community. It 
is well 


known that the business interests !of the 
nation are the lirst to feel the" shock 
of 'any disaster. The men engaged in 
trade and commerce find it necessary to 
watch the trend of financial and politi- 
cal affairs. -As the mariner scans the 
clouds and sky when put upon the sea, 
so must business men 'always be on the 
alert regarding the tides that ebb and 
flow in human life. They must watch 
the sources of supply and demand, and 
the causes that make for progress or 
decline. 


The bullet 
fired by 
that 
accursed 


wretch last Friday shook the stock ex- 
changes and markets of the world. De- 
pression and unrest were felt in all cen- 
ters of trade, and the full consequence 
of that horrid crime are not yet felt or 
known. 


Confidence and credit are necessities 


for successful business enterprises. Our 
President, William McKinley, possessed 
in a remarkable degree the confidence.of 
the business men of all parties and all 
sections of the country. His views up- 
on the great questions of finance, and 
the economic problems of the day were 
iii. accord with the majority of business 
men. 
His principles and policies were 


sound, wise and practical. His far-sight- 
ed plans, his conservative tendencies, and 
pre-eminent sagacity, as minister of sev- 
enty millions of people, have brought 
during the past five years, under a'be- 
nign Providence, unexampled prosperity 
to this country. 
Nowhere in all the 


world is there such achievement, such 
growth, such advancement in all that 
makes for the uplifting of humanity, aa 
during the past five years in these.Unit- 
ed States. No man can stand in the 
market, and answer the question "why 
stand ye all the dny idle?" by saying: 
"because no man hath hired us," for 
there is work for all who are willing to 
work. The factories, 
the work shops, 


the mines, the railroads, all branches of 
industry ara busy, as never before. This 
is largely the result; of the great poli- 
cies of state, carried out by the wise 
brain, and devoted heart of our lament- 
ed statesman, William McKinley. The 
people felt that the business interests of 
the land were safe in his hand, and that 
the future was secure while he guided 
the ship of state. It would be interest- 
ing and profitable to give statistics of 
the marvelous increase in our foreign 
and domestic trade, of the great accum- 
ulation of wealth and property, and the 
comfort and blessings of a better civil- 
ization that have come to this country 
during his administration, but this is 
not the time nor the place. 


The business men of this community 


mourn and deplore this great calamity, 
with a sadness and sorrow that words 
cannot express, 
Suffer me to say fmlh- 


er, that the life and deeds and example 
of William McKinley are a glorious her- 
itage to the world, and especially to the 
young men of this generation. They are 
an inspiration 
to ' true 
nobility.* His 


childhood nnd youth were in the common 
walks of life; following 'the light of 
truth and duty, that is ever burning up- 
on the altar of the human soul, he was 
honest, 
faithful, 
patient, .industrious, 


studious, 
and grew month by 
month, 


year by year, decade by decade, until 
be came to the stature of a full bred 
man. 


In the fierce conflict of war, he wns 


brave and dauntless. In the arena of 
congressional and political strife he be- 
came independent and strong. In the 
place of responsibility and power he be- 
came 
wise and masterful. Thus 
this 


child of the people grew into greatness, 
ard walked among his 'fellows 
in the 


splendor of God's image. It is no won- 
der to me that a distinguished Jewish 
Rabbi, who discoursed'last. Sunday upon 
the, life and character of William Me-' 
Kinley, after dwelling upon his grace and 
dignity; his wisdom and gentleness; his 
simplicity and, love, concluded by ex- 
claiming, that such-a man and such a 
life made certain the eternal truth of 
the scripture statement; 
"So God creat- 


ed man in .his own immage, in the image 
of God created'he him." 


There is one other feature, of this 


great .man's character, which seeins to 
glorify him above everything, else, and 
that is the sweetness and beauty of his 
domestic life. In early manhood there 
came to him the sweetest joy of life in 
the, snerament of marriage. -The vow 
then taken, flamed forth forevei% like 
the Shokinah of old. upon the inner sanc- 
tuary of his soul,—"to have "and to hold 
from this day forward, for better, for 


it. 
Who is J worse, for richer, for poorer^ in sickness 


iand in health, to"love and. to cherish, till 


death us do part." In these days when 
the marriage tie is too often held in light 
regard, and 
the 
solemn 
vow basely 


broken, it is blessed to know that this 
man, strong and great, through all the 
stress and turmoil of active life, never 
faltered in his worshipful devotion to 
the wife of his' youth. Upon his loving 
breast, in all times of distress and trou- 
ble, in all hours of anguish and childless 
woe, she found comfort a,nd content. No 
sentiment in all the world approaches 
so near the divine as such love.of^hus- 
band and wife. 
. ' 


And now, Fellow Citizens, in ^conclu- 


sion let me say these few words more. 
Within ray memory, and doubtless with- 
in the memory of most of this audience, 
three presidents of the United States 
have been assassinated, — Abraham Lin- 
coln and James A. Gin-field, the martyred 
heroes of .the republic are 
enshrined 


above all others, in the hearts of the 
American people. 


Henceforth and forever there will be 


united with> these illustrious names, the 
name of William McKinley, whom \ve 
mourn and honor today. 


Jn the Temple of Fame; high upon the 


roll of immortals, this nation has placed 
those glorified names, Lincoln, Garfield, 
McKinley, and there they wjll remain 
forever. 


"On fame's- eternal camping ground 
Their silent tents are spread. 
And glory guards with solemn round 
The bivouac of the dead,"

ample is aa Inspiration to Every

Attorney Thomas M. Kearney in elo-

Our breasts are 
burdened with a heavy care, and falter- 
ing tongues are weak to tell the message 
oxir hearts woiild have them utter. 


But when death is near, when loved 


ones say good-bye, when earth, 
the 


mother, opens wide her arms to 
hifle 


from mortal A'iew the form of one we 
cherish, when thoughts 
of home and 


Heaven flit through the mind and start 
the tear to course its way o'er cheeks 
furrowed by sorrow's hand, there is an 
eloquence of silence more profound, per- 
guasivc, strong, than lolling bells or or- 
gan's peal, or voice. of men, and in that 
silence every heart will pay to our mar- 
tyred president a fitting eulogy. 


Our nation is in mourning. Our pres- 


ident is dead. Not,thevruler of a party, 
or a class, or of a portion of our land, 
but of our country. At the zenith of his 
power, and at the midday of his useful- 
ness he has fallen at the hands of an 
assassin, and we are met to mourn his 
death, our loss, our nation's shame; to 
say how cruel was the blow, how terrible 
its consequences; to 
read the lesson 


which this dark picture 
teaches, to 


guard, if so we may, under the Provi- 
dence of God, against these dire calami- 
ties; to pledge again deep loyalty to the 
land he fought for, loved and ruled1, to 
study for a moment the purity 
of his 


life and the glory of his death, and 
to 


reach the hand and. speak the word of 
human. sympathy to that sweet compan- 
ion now cast clown by sadness 
xinal- 


loyfrd, to whom his manly tender ilove 
WRS'lSfe, and hope, and strength. 


Of that life I need say but little. 


Like all good lives, it is it,s best chroni- 
cler. It was a pure., a noble, and a fruit- 
ful life, rich alike in its endowment and 
in the work accomplished. . Surrounded 
in the early years with humble scenes; 
it gave but little promise of a future 
more than common-place. But as the 
boy grew to the ma-u his strength was 
manifest. He looked the great world 
squarely in the face, and with a -brave 
and kindly front, met, while he chal- 
lenged its responsibilities. 


When war clouds lowered and the 


storm of strife made faint hearts quail, 
he joined that splendid band of patriots 
whose names are written in the book of 
fame as 
saviours 
of their country. 


When peace returned 
he turned 
away 


from war and warlike things to the pur- 
suits of peace. Honors came to him and 
he bore them with that quiet, calm re- 
serve which marks the truly preat. 
From place to place, 
from 
small 
to 


greater things his peoploicallcd him, un- 
til at last the greatest gift was his, and 
he 
was 
president, 
Here, mingling 


strength with kindly tenderness he won 
the hearts of a great people as seldom 
they are won, and built hmiself a oitudel 
in popular esteem, nnd he was called 
again to this exalted station. 


It would be idle for me to attempt to 


add to what has already been said con- 
cerning the nobility of character, th«j un- 
flinching integrity, and the 
sterling 


worth of William McKinley.

I feel that I may say of him in the 


words of England's greatest poet in 
paying splendid eulogy to her greatest' 
soldier,- that our fallen hero statesman
